Worst of all was _ the sight of 
Rotterdam, through which we 
passed by night. 


All we could see of this once 
Prosperous city of 400,000 in- 
habitants was rains, miles of 
ruins silhouetted in 
the moontight, and on them 
bodies piled up in funeral pyres 
as much as three yards high, 


Even here in London you have 
seen nothing like those ruins. 
From one side of the city you 
could see right across to the 
other: there were no buildings 
left to obstruct the view.

It- was 
much too absurd to believe. 


They told us we must return 
inland at once, but we pvointed 
out that it was forbidden for us 
to pass up the canal at night, 
and that we were forced by Ger- 
man law to anchor after dark.
